DEATH CAUSED BY COSMETICS, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, Deeember 7.—A dispatch from 
New Orleans yesterday announced the death 
in the Hotel Dieu of Miss Cassie Troy, the 
actress who has been traveling with the 
Carrie Swain Dramatic Company, support- 
ing Miss Swain in the play of “Cad the Tom- 
boy.”” On November 27, while the company 
was playing at Bidwell’s Academy of Musie, 
she appeared in the first act in her usual 
character of “Emma, the Adventuress.” As 
the curtain fell on the first act she was seized 
with sudden illhess*and could not proceed 
with her part. She was. removed to the 
Hotel Dieu in a precarious condition. She 
remained in the hotel until death yesterday 
relieved her sufferings. It is believed that 
she died of blood poisoning, superinduced 
by the use of cosmetics necessary to her

demption”’ was given last evening at Stein- 
way Hall under the direction of Mr. Theo- 
dore Thomas, the occasion being its first pro- 
duction in America. The choruses were sung 
by a body of three hundred singers from the 
New York Chorus, and the soloists were Mrs. 
E. Aline Osgood, Mrs, A. Hartdegen,. Mrs. 
Emily Winant, Mr. Franz Remmertz, Mr. 
George Simpson, Mr. Christian Fritsch, Mr. 
John F. Winch and Mr. Oscar Steins. 
The orchestra was of Mr. Thomas’s se- 
lection, and comprised a band of eighty 
picked performers. ‘The attendance was so 
numerous as to completely fill the large and 
small halis, both of which were thrown open 
in order to accommodate the crowds.

Ju and His Band Plunder Ranches 
and Massacre Their Pursuers 


Americans Amongst the Slain=-Destructiye 


Hell of the West Burned. 


DENVER, December 7.-—One of the mes’ 
destructive fires that ever visited Leadyilj, 
broke out yesterday. The Texas House, th, 
largest gambling establishment {) 
the west, was entirely destroyed, tp 
gether with a large amount of fine furniture. 

Particulars are received of the wholesaj, 
slaughter by Ju and his band near the tow, 
of Casa Grande inthe Aroya de Encinnillas 
in the State of Chihuahua, of Americans ang 
Mexicans. Ju and his band had been com. 
mitting various depredations some time past, 
and a few days before went to ranches of Jefe 
Politico, of Caliany, Don Juan, of -Conddi- 
rio, and stole many head of sheep and cattle. 
They visited the ranches of other 
citizens and drove off many more. 
Politico and the other sufferers gathered 
band of about thirty men and started after 
the Indians. They came upon them before 
they knew Ju and his band were anywhere 
near. They were immediately surrounded 
by _—ithe Indians in the = Aroya, 
and Politico as soon as Q 
saw the{band numbered over , 200, dispatch. 
ed ane of his men for assistance, who 
managed to escape. Arriving at Galliano he 
got together about seventy men and started 
at once for the _ scene. Ju sent 
out a party who engaged in a 
fight with him preventing them from joining 
Politico. The rescuers saw the slaughter 
but could do nothing for their unfortunate 
friends. Every one of the pursuing party, 
with the exception of the man who went for 
succor, was butchered by savages. They 
then retreated to Sierra adre. When the 
friends of the unfortunate victims went to 
bury the deed, they found not far from the 
spot where the massacre occurred, the bodies 
of five Americans. ‘Two it has been since 
learned were from Grant county, New 
Mexico. Their names are James Biggs and 
W. McDowell. They had been in Chihuahua 
some time purchasing cattle and were then 
on their way home. Ju and his band some 
time ago murdered several prominent citizens 
of Chihuahua.
